It Affects the Coronary Arteries and 
Produces Tobacco Heart. 
"Tobacco heart” is a condition well 
known to physicians. 
It is really a 
phase of arteriosclerosis, due to exces­ 
sive smoking, and is generally charac­ 
terized by angina pectoris, a severe 
pain in the chest. The New York Med­ 
ical Record, commenting on some sta­ 
tistics published in Germany by Dr. 
J. Pawinski. says the important con­ 
clusion to be drawn from them is "that 
tobacco lins a certain, possibly a «pe 
eifle. affinity for the coronary arteries.” 
These are the arteries of the heart It­ 
self, those that supply its muscles with 
blood. 
That nicotine is a powerful poison 
has long been known, but there bas 
been a wide divergence of opinion as 
to whether tobacco smoke contains 
nicotine or not. 
The investigations of 
Zuliuski and Zebrowski prove that it 
does. 
The quantity of nicotine ab­ 
sorbed by the body from tobacco smoke 
is probably small, and if smoking be 
indulged in with moderation it will not 
injure healthy adults, but when car­ 
ried beyond the limits of moderation 
or when Indulged in by young people it 
is certain to do harm to the heart 
Its effect is to cause a considerable 
thickening of the inner membrane of 
the coronary arteries, a pronounced de­ 
generation of their middle coat, which 
is composed of muscles, and marked 
changes in the muscles that contract 
and expand the heart, thus bringing 
about disturbance* of its rhythmical 
beating.

"Tobacco heart" is a condition well 
known to physicians. 
It is really a 
phase of arteriosclerosis, due to execs 
sive smoking, and is generally charac­ 
terized by angina pectoris, a severe 
pain in the chest. The New York Med­ 
ical Heeord, commenting on some sta 
tlstlcs published In Germany by Dr. 
J. Pawinskl. says the Important con 
Elusion to Ik* drawn from them is "that 
tobacco has a certain, possibly a ape 
ciflo. affinity for (lie coronary arteries.” 
These are the arteries of the heart It 
self, those that supply its muscles with 
blood. 
That nicotine is a powerful poison 
has long been known, but there ha* 
been a wide divergence of opinion as 
lo whether tobacco smoke contains 
nicotine or not. 
The investigations of 
Zulluski and Zebrowskl prove that it 
does. 
The quantity of nicotine ab­ 
sorbed by the body from tobacco smoke 
is probably small, and if smoking be 
indulged in with moderation it will not 
injur** healthy adults, but when car­ 
ried beyond the limits of moderation 
or when Indulged iii by young people it 
is certain to do harm to the heart. 
Its effect Is to cause a considerable 
thickening of the Inner membrane of 
the coronary arteries, a pronounced de­ 
generation of their middle coat. which 
is composed of muscles, and inarki*d 
changes in the muscles that contract 
and expand the heart, thus bringing 
about disturbances of its rhythmical 
beating.

these can lie seen upon Easter island

mains of an unknown ancient people. 
Inside a crater is a luke, near the bor­ 
ders of which He several unfinished 
crowns composed of tufa, evidently 
destined for Hie huge figures on Die 
Shores of the island, but never com­ 
pleted. 
And on this lake float many 
waterfowl, one of which is said to be 
a goose unknown to science. 
Another curious crater lake existed 
until recently ■within the icebound era 
tor of n volcano in New Zealand. The 
water was heated to boiling point, but 
a sliori time ago bn eruption of more 
than 
common 
violence 
tossed 
the 
whole lake into the air. 
A most. Interesting crater lake can 
still fie seen iii Java In the volcano of 
Papfindnjnn. and It is possible to enter 
the crater and gaze down on the scene 
below. 
Standing on the rim. one can 
see the vast seething mass of bolling 
mud. Every now and then a wave of 
mud moves heavily along the sides of 
the chasm, only to fall back into the 
molten mass. and here and there col­ 
umns of sulphur thrown out of the 
lake of mud are gradually forming 
walls. 'It is indeed pleasant to escape 
from this dismal inclosure to breathe 
the free air once more. 


Raleigh reported to the queen that a 
landing party from Ids ship had been 
attacked near the mouth of a stupen­ 
dous river by a swarm of women war­ 
riors.

Dr. Algot Lange believes that he has 
rediscovered tIris lost tribe, among 
whom the burden of war and industry 
was borne entirely by the female., Dr. 
Lange recently returned from a second 
voyage of exploration through this 
mighty river jungle. Ile started about 
eighteen months ago on a tour of in­ 
vestigation for the University of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
He was commissioned by 
the Brazilian government to make sur­ 
veys, investigations and reports. 
Ar­ 
riving in the state of Para. he made 
his way to the mouth of the Amazon 
and began his interesting work of ex­ 
ploration. 


N ev er S a w a W h it e M an Before. 
At the headwaters of the Moju; one 
of these rivers, he found his unknown 
tribe, the Arurnmlewnra 
Indians, a 
peaceable, semiagricultural group of ltxi 
or more stark nude savages, who hid 
never seen a white man before and 
stood in terror of the explorer and his 
party. 
“The most significant thing about the 
tribe,” said Dr. Lange, “was the dntire- 
ly Semitic character of the physiog­ 
nomy.” 
The Ararandewaras treated the ex­ 
plorer as best they knew how ami 
let him go his way when the visit 
was over, teaching him first the ways 
through the fearful jungle and pointing 
out to him the wonderful woods to be 
found there. 
The most interesting of Dr. Lange’s 
discoveries were at the mouth of the 
Amazon, on a big, flat island, browsed 
on by vast herds of cattle in the dry 
season aud washed over hr the. sea in 


T h e Original Fig Leaf. 
In these urns, too, Dr. Lange discov­ 
ered tho original tig leaf, made of hard 
baked and marvelously engraved pot­ 
tery, called the tangs. 
“Think of the patience and skill of 
these people,” Dr. Lange said in show­ 
ing the tangos, vases, platters, basins 
cups, ornaments and kitchen utensils, 
all marvelously wrought in clay and 
burned to fine pottery. 
“The engrav­ 
ing of these pieces must have taken 
an enormous time. 
Most of the forms 
are geometrical. 
All are of the most 
intricate character, and I believe I see 
Asiatic symbolism looking from all of 
the decorations.” 
“The alligator,” said Dr. Lange, “is 
so abundant all through the Amazoni­ 
an waters that there is a bounty on 
Its head. The alligator is a rank cow­ 
ard. 
I took few chances with him my­ 
self. but my old Indian guide told me 
he wouldn’t b® afraid to swim the 
river as long as he splashed loudly 
enough. 
Often when I went into the 
shallow water to gather pottery tho 
guides kept "beating the surface to keep 
off the alligators. 
They never came 
near. 
“But plranyas are different 
These 
fish are only about eight or ten inches 
long, hut theV are ferocious. 
They 
attack in shoals and bite chunks the 
size of a dollar out of the victim. 
No 
splashing aud noise scares them off. 
Once I saw a water hog start to swim 
one of the narrower Amazon con tribu­ 
taries. 
lie got about halfway when 
rile plranyas got lo him. 
In a minute 
it wag over. Ile was drowned aud tho. 
voracious fish were cating him.” 


They Are M ade by Using Screens of 
Red and Green Glass. 
There are colored motion pictures 
that are made so by hand, each little 
picture being painted separately. 
In 
making pictures “In natural colors” 
the film is the same as that of the or­ 
dinary motion picture. But In making 
it the speed is twice as fast, thirty- 
two pictures to the second. 
“Colored” pictures are photographed 
through mats or screens of colored 
glass. 
Two primary colors are used, 
red and green, with a sympathetic 
touch of blue. When the machine that 
makes the photograph is started a de­ 
vice causes the red screen to peas be­ 
fore the lens hb the first photograph 
is taken, and the green screen passes 
the some way as the following picture 
is made. They continue to do so alter­ 
nately as the film continues to be ex­ 
posed. 
The negative is developed and a posi­ 
tive printed, and when run through 
tho 
projecting 
machine 
the 
color 
screens are used In tho same way as 
when the negative wns made, red and 
green pictures being flashed on the 
screen alternately. 
Those colors that 
are in sympathy with the red ara 
brought out, and those that are in sym­ 
pathy with the green are shown in 
the same way, and through the persist­ 
ence of vision we do not notice* the 
changes. 
Instead they blend barmonl 
ously to our delight—Charles M. Seay 
in American Boy.

At the headw aters of the Moju, one

Indians,

peaceable, sem iagricultural group of IOU 
or more stark nude savages, who had 
never seen a w hite man l>efore and 
stood In terror of th e explorer an d his 
party. 
“The most significant thing about the 
tribe,” said Dr. Lange, “ w as the Entire 
ly Semitic ch aracter of th e physiog­ 
nomy.” 
The A raranduw oras treated the ex­ 
plorer as best they knew how ami 
let him go his w ay w hen tho visit 
was over, teaching him first the w ays 
through the fearful jungle and pointing 
out to him the wonderful woods to be 
found there. 
The most interesting of Dr. Lange's 
discoveries w ere at the m outh of the 
Amazon, on a big, flat island, browsed

I lug of these pieces must have taken 
j an enorm ous time.

ut th a t m eant w ar, for Mexico did not 
su rren der T exas w ith ou t JI struggle. 
It is hardly to be presum ed th a t Mexl 
o would allow the no rth ern provinces 
to go w ithout fighting. 
While all parts of Mexico are m ore 
or less revolutionary, the real revolu­ 
tions s ta rt in the northern states. T hey 
are like the storm s th a t urise in the 
w est aud gradually sw eep over the 
whole country, 
lf th e U nited State* 
should ta k e control of those sta te s It 
might be able to stop th e revolutions.
